which obtained acceptance largely be- 
cause of Mr. Balfour's misleading state- 
ment to parliament. 


These seemingly useless reticences and 


prevarications on the part of the gov- 
ernment and the war office are beginning 
to be criticised severely. No word has 
yet issued from the war office regarding 
General Euller's latest attempt, although 
the correspondents axe allowed to tele- 
graph with a fait amount of freedom 
and, thus far, only a partial list of casual- 
ties has been published. The dating of 
messages from Frere camp may Indi- 
cate that General Buller has withdrawn 
all his forces there. 


The London newspapers, having be- 


come accustomed to checks, maintain a 
hopeful tone, but the situation is much 
more'threatening than it seemed to be a 
week ago. Proofs of the terrible strength 
and mobility of the Boer artillery, to- 
gether with the rumor that General 
Joubert is taking the initiative with the 
object of cutting off General Buller's 
communications, are in no way reassur- 
ing. 


Even the most sanguine persons begin 


to see-that it is quite hopeless to execute 
ihe relief of Ladysmith; while it is clear 
that, if it be impossible for Buller to 
reach Ladysmith, it is equally impos- 
sible for the garrison, exhausted by sick- 
ness and privations, to cut a way out. 


Reports of the Boer advance through 


Zuluiarid are disquieting. If they should 
be able to strike at.Greytown, General 
Buller would be compelled to turn his 
attention to the eastern side of Natal. 


The fact that Lord Roberts arrived at 


Wodder Friday seems to show that he 
has been on a round of inspection of the 
chief commands, and that the main ad- 
vance is not so near as has been sup- 
posed. 


Startling 
intelligence comes 
from 


Kimberley in the Cape newspapers just 
received by mail in London. It appears 
that since Jan. S the rations at Kimber- 
ley have been for the most part horse 
flesh, so repugnant to women and chil- 
dren that many refuse to eat. It also 
appears that the death rate has been 
heavy, and that the privations of the 
garrison have been increasing steadily. 


This news is startling because the 


censor has not allowed it to be cabled. 
Possibly such conditions explain the 
presence of Lord Roberts at Modder 
Elver and the apparent preparations for 
an advance from that point. 


The mention in the dispatch of Lord 


Roberts to the war office yesterday of 
General Clements as commanding 
at 


Rensburg is interpreted to show that 
General French, with his cavalry, has 
gone to join Lord P.oberts, and that con- 
siderable changes in the distribution of 
troops in that district have occurred. 
The unexpected strength and activity 
of the Boers at Rensburg, where they 
are reported as rather pressing the Brit- 
ish than being pressed by them, causes 
anxiety. 


There is no confirmation of the report 


of a sortie from Ladysmith. The latest 
dispatch from there, dated Wednesday 
last, reports that all was quiet then, and 
that instructions had been issued to be- 
ware of the possible approach of Boers 
In the guise of a British relief force.

Today and tomorrow will 


be consumed with set arguments for 
and against the bill prepared in ad- 
vance, and Wednesday and Thursday 
will be devoted to speeches, not exceed- 
ing 10 minutes in duration, on the va- 
rious amendments to the bill. 


The friends of Senator Quay say they 


fully expect to be abS$ to get considera- 
tion of the resolution in his behalf im- 
mediately after the financial bill is dis- 
posed of, but there is unquestionably 
a disposition on the part of some of the 
Republican senators to crowd the mat- 
ter over and take up eittier the Puerto 
Rican or the Hawaiian bill, the chances 
between these two being favorable to 
the Puerto Rican measure. 


The time of the house will be com- 


pletely occupied this week. 
Today, un- 


der the rules, will be devoted to District 
of Columbia business. 
Tomorrow the 


legislative, executive and judicial appro- 
priation bill will be taken up. 
It is 


expected to consume Tuesday and Weil 
nesday. and on Thursday the house will 
enter upon a week's discussion of the 
Puerto Rican tariff bill.

REJECTS AGREEMENT 


His Withdrawal of Troops 


Does Not Appear to Have 


Relieved Situation 


Frankfort, Ky.. Feb. 12.—The collapse 


of the peace negotiations through Gov- 
ernor Taylor's rejection_nf the Louisville 
agreement and the latter*s action in call- 
Ing off the London legislature and par- 
tially withdrawing the troops have left 
the fight over state officers divested of 
many of its warlike features, but In a 
worse legal tangk than ever. 


The receipt of .ie news at Louisville 


was followed Immediately by a gathering 
of the Democratic leaders at the Willard 
hotel. At Us conclusion Governor BeckT 
ham sent to the legislature a message re- 
citing the failure of the peace negotia- 
tions and the conditions 
existing at 


Fu-ankfort as seen by him and recom- 
mending that the legislature continue its 
session in Louisville, as he could not 
guarantee the personal security of the 
members nor protect from unwarranted 
interference at Frankfort. 


Acting upon this suggestion the legis- 


lature decided to remain in Louisville for 
the present. It is probable a joint resolu- 
tion will be adopted, calling for the ap- 
pointment of a committee to investigate 
the conditions at Fr&nkfort as far as 
they affect the safety «£ the legislature. 
The members do n«s accept Governor. 
Taylor's action in ordering away part 
of the troops as restoring order under 
•which they may return to the capitol. 
They say they would feel safer with the 
militia there than with "the irrespon- 
sible armed mountaineers who for weelts 
have been gathering about the state 
buildings" left to menace them. 


All day Sunday troops poured out of 


Frankfort on a special train. The leav- 
ing of the troops was the only feature 
In the political situation in Frankfort 
yesterday. 


Adjutant General Collier says that a 


few companies of infantry will be kept 
on duty here for a short time to guard 
the public buildings. They will, be says, 
interfere in no way with the actions of 
the members of the legislature. 


Six Republicans came from London 


last night and the remainder are ex- 
pected today. No intimation has been 
received as to whether or not the Demo- 
cratic members of the legislature will 
adjourn their session at Louisville and 
come to Frankfort to take part in the 
general session. It is believed here, 
however, that they will do so,'proba>bly 
by the latter part of the week. 


As Roosevelt Would Have It. 


New York, Feb. 12.—Governor Roose- 


velt issued this statement last nig-ht: 
"I most earnestly hope that the pending 
treaty concerning the isthmusian canal 
will not be ratified, unless amended so 
as to provide that the canal when built 
shall be wholly under the control of the 
United States alike in peace and war. 
This seems to me vital, no less from the 
standpoint of our sea power than from 
the standpoint of the Monroe doctrine."

Jury Keturns the Verdict With- 


out Any Kecommen- 


dations 


New York. Feb. 12.—Roland B. Moli- 


neux was found guilty of murder in the 
first degree a few minutes before 11 
o'clock Saturday night. 
The jury was 


out a little less than eight hours. There 
was no recommendation pf any kind. 


The convicted man received the ver- 


dict with the utmost calmness. 
He 


threw his head btwk in defiance, a quick 
quick indrawn breath expanded his 
chest. 
That was all. 


General Molineux and his sons, Cecil 


and Leslie, sat near the prisoner. The 
old man, who has been so devoted to his 
son, and so confident of his innocence 
in spite of the awful accusation made 
against him, received the blow like a 
soldier face to face with the enemy. 


Twice during the evening the jurymen 


had asked for instructions fiom the re- 
corder or for certain exhibits in evi- 
dence. But just before the clock struck 
11 a whisper ran through the 
court- 


room that an agreement had been 
reached, and a moment later the jury- 
men filed in and took their seats. 


The clerk asked the usual questions 


of the foreman and fe!s fellows. It ran 
according to the usual formula: 
"Gen- 


tlemen of the jury, have you agreed upon 
a verdict?" Do you find the defendent 
guilty or not g-ullty?" 


''Guilty of murder in the first degree," 


said Foreman Martin. A mighty mur- 
mur ran. through the courtroom, and 
then thjere was deep, silence for a mo- 
ment. The crowd took a long breath, as 
one man, and exhaled it in a great sigh. 
Molineux was guilty.

HIS POSITION 


Roland Burnham Molineux, thfr sec- 


ond of three sons of General Edward 
L. Molineux, was arrested on Feb. 24, 
1899, at the close of Coroner Hart's in- 
quest into the death of Mrs. Katherine 
J. Adams, who, on Dec. 28, 1S98, took a 
dose of supposed bromo seltzer, admin- 
istered to her by Harry S. Cornish, a 
boarder in her flat. Cornish, according 
to his own statement, and the statement 
of other persons present at the time, re- 
ceived the bromo seltzer bottle in a 
package through the mails on Dec. 24. 


On the night of Dec. 27 Cornish took 


home with him the bottle and holder 
and gave 
it to Mrs. 
Florence -<B. 


Rogers, daughter of Mrs. Adams, as 
she said it matched some silver articles 
on her toilet table. 
He put the bottle 


of supposed bromo seltzer in his room 
with the address. .... 


The following morning, Mrs. Adams 


being ill, complaining of a headache, 
Cornish mixed a dose, taking some of 
the contents of the bottle for the pur- 
pose, and gave it to Mrs. Adams. 
Mrs. 


Adams drank it, remarking that it 
tasted bitter. 
Cornish replied ">.at he 


thought it was all right, and 
:--_ says 


that he drank a part of what remained 
in the glass himself. 
He then went 


back to his room, and a few minutes later 
Mrs. Rogers summoned him, crying- out 
that her mother had fallen unconscious. 
The woman never regained conscious- 
ness, and died a few minutes after the 
first physician arrived. 


Cornish himself was taken with vio- 


lent sickness, and suffered several days. 
Assistant Attorney Mclntyre was in- 
formed of the tragedy, and the affair 
was reported to the, coroner as a sui- 
cide. 


A few days later-the nama'of Roland 


B. Molineux was brought into the case, 
and General Molineux, accompanied by 
his son, went to police headquarters. 
General Molineux was told that his son 
was not wanted. 
After the coroner's 


inquest and an extensive examination 
of handwriting, Molineux was arrested, 
A'n indiclment was found against him, 
and later dismissed. 
A succeeding 


grand jury refused to indict, and Mol- 
ineux was discharged, only to be re- 
arrested immediately on the charg-e of 
assaulting Cornish. 
Then: there fol- 


lowed another long legal battle, and 
Molineux was again discharged and re- 
arrested." He waived examination on 
the charge of assault, and finally tbe 
July grand jury found an indictment I 
against him in seven counts foi the 
murder by poison of Mrs. Adams. 
Be- 


tween the time of his arrest and the 
end of his trial nearly a year bas elapsed, 
during which time the defendant has 
been in the tombs, wjiile the district at- 
torney's office 
and the 
police have 


scoured the country for evidence and 
for experts. 
The trial has cost about 


$200,000. 


The condemned man had 
biit one 


visitor Sunday, and the caller was his 
father, who has not yet given up hope 
and expocts that the higher courts, 
which will be appealed to, will free his 
son. General Molineux remained with 
the prisoner for about half an hour. It 
was a sad scene to see father and son 
consoling with each other.

to point the way to cooking several in- 
expensive but highly ri.-p-a.rded dishes. 
Strangely enough I have found that the 
cheapness of thts.t> cishe? hh= detracted 
from rathci than enhanrt#j the desir- 
ableness of tlicm in tlie eyes of 
the 


Amerkan, while abroad it makes them 
doubly sought. Wt will, however, throw 
away 0111 prr judices fqr the present and 
try to cool: calves heads as our English 
cousins do, and I hope eat this most 
palatable food with as great a relish. 


While the Er.g'.ish housewife or cook 


procures the head and bones it we may 
be spated that, a= our butcher will do 
the trick much more easily and neatly 
than \\e as i>m.tt<?urs could hope to do. 
Select a Email head and having it boned 
when it reaches your home place it in a 
large pan of water so it may be thor- 
oughly cleansed, after which' put in a 
stewpan over the fire, wilh cold water 
always, and when it comes to a boil skim 
it well, allowing it to boil for five or six 
minutes; then take up and put it in cold 
water to cool. Nr>xt drain the meat on a 
napkin and if the outcher did not cut it 
up ui.vide it into pieces convenient for 
serving and rub each piece thoroughly 
with lemon juice; then place il back in 
the stewpan wilh one carrot, one onion, 
a few sprigs of celery, some parsley, 
three or four cloves, salt and pepper and 
two or three cupfuls of good stock or 
broth and simmer slowly for about two 
hours. When the pieces of meat appear 
done drain on a napkin and serve with 
a parsley and butter sauce, or, if you 
prefer, make a brain sauce. If the lat- 
ter is desired cook the brains by boiling 
in vinegar and water and a little stock, 
and when done add them to an ordinary 
cream sauce. In all cases pour the sauce 
over the meat when serving. Another 
nice way of serving calf's head is with 
piquante sauce. Prepare the head as 
before by soaking in cold water and par- 
boiling and skimming, put into a stew- 
pan about one pound of chopped beef 
suet, one carrot, one onion, some celery, 
three cloves and a blade of mace; stir 
until the suet is melted, using a wooden 
spoon, add the pulp of two lemons and 
a small handful of flour, season with 
salt and pepper, add enough water or 
stock to moisten well, put in the meat 
and boil gently for about two hours. 
When done drain and serve with piq- 
uante sauce. 


This sauce may be made in the follow- 


ing way while the calf's head is cooking: 
Melt in a saucepan one tablespoonful of 
butter, add one small onion and one 
email carrot chopped, fine and cook for 
five minutes; sprinkle over one table- 
spoonful of flour, stir well and add one 
email cupful 
of vinegar, 
the 
same 


amount of good rich stock, salt and pep- 
per, a bit of thyme and simmer slowly 
for half an hour; strain through a coarse 
sieve and add six small sharp pickles 
chopped fine. 


If the calf's- brains are not used in 


making a sauce they mn.y be served as 
a separate dish, and by many are con- 
sidered a delicacy. Try them in this 
way: Clean and boil gently in vinegar 
and water as directed atove and when 
drained cut into oval scollops and steep 
them in a basin with a little oil, vinegar, 
pepper and salt; then fry in batter as 
you would oysters and serve with piq- 
uante or provencale sauce. The calf's 
ears may also serve as a desirable dish 
if treated as follows: After they have 
been boiled trim the ears, scrape off tlv- 
soft skin from the upper part and cut 
each ear into four pieces lengthwise, ptit 
them, to steep in a basin or stewpan with 
two tablespoonfuls of olive oil, one of 
vinegar, two very small onions, a bay 
leaf and sprigs of parsley, with salt and 
pepper to season. Just before dinner 
time dip them in a light batter and fry in 
deep fat to a rich brown. Serve with 
tomato sauce.

DIET IN DISEASE.

WHITE CUSTARDS. 


Pour upon the unbeaten white* of 


three eggs a pint of hot milk. Add a 
heaping tablespoonful of grari'ulated 
sugar, and stir until this is entirely dis- 
solved. Flavor with a few drops of va- 
nilla or other essence, turn the mixture 
into custard cups that have been well 
rinsed in cold water, set these in a drip- 
ping pan of boiling water, cover, and 
bake in a steady oven until the custards 
are firm. They may either be eaten from 
the cups in which they were baked or al- 
lowed to become very cold and then 
turned out and eaten with cream, plain 
or whipped. 


These' will be found to ba more flell- 


cate in taste than the ordinary custard 
made with the yolks of the eggs and ar» 
more readily digested, 


RICE CREAM. I. 


Wash two tablespoonfuls of rice In 


three waters. Put it then in a double 
boiler with a pint of fresh milk. Set It 
at the side of the stove and let the rice 
cook steadily for about three hours. By 
the end of this time it should be so soft 
that the grains are well blended. If the 
milk cooks away, fill up the inner vessel 
from time to time, keeping always the 
same amount in the saucepan. At the 
close of the three hours press the rice 
through a colander, put over the flre 
again, and as soon as it is hot once more 
stir in the v.'hites of two eggs beaten up 
with two tablesspoonfuls of sugar and 
a saltspoonf ul of salt. Do this cautious- 
ly that the eggs may not curdle. As soon 
as the pudding thickens take it from 
the fire. 


Should it be wished to make the pud- 


ding a little richer, the yolks of theegga 
or both yolks and whites may be used. 
For a stomach that is not quite up to the 
mark, however, the whites alone ara 
better.

BPICED BEEF TONGUE. 


Rub into the tongue a mixture of hai< 


a pint of sugar, a piece of saltpeter the 
size of a. pea and a tablespoonlul of 
ground cio\res; immerse it in a brine 
made of three-quarters of a pound of 
salt to two quarts of water, taking care 
that it is kept covered; let it remain in 
the brine for two weeks; take it out, wash 
it well and dry with a cloth; roll e-ut» 
thin paste made of flour and water, wrap 
the tongue in it and put it in a. pan to 
bake, baking slowly, basting well with 
lard and water. When done remove tha 
paste and skin and serve with spinach. 


ORANGE SOUFFLE. 


Peel and slice six oranges, put In a 


glass dish a layer of oranges, then one 
of sugar and^ let stand for two hours; 
make a soft boiled custard of the yolks of 
three eggs, one pint of milk and sugar 
to ta£te, with grating of orange peel for 
flavor, and pour over the oranges when 
cool enough not to break the dish.; beat 
the whites of the esgs to a stiff froth, 
stir in sugar and put over the pudding. 
This dish is one suggested by Mrs. Mary 
A. Livermore, an<i, to quote her words, is 
'"'praised by all."

HAE.D TEA BISCUIT. 


Two pounds of flour, one^-quarter of a 


pound of butter, one salt spoonful of 
salt, three gills of milk; cut up the but- 
ter and rub it into the flour, add the salt 
and milk, knead the dough for half an 
hour; cut the cakes about as large as a 
small teacup and half an inch thick, 
prick with fork and bake1 in a moderate 
oven until a delicate brown.

Lay in a deep glass 
dish alternate layers of orange and pine- 
apple, with grated cocoanut and pow- 
dered sugar s-prinkled over each layer.

TRIPE IN BATTER. 


An excellent batter for frying trip* 


is made as follows: Mix gradually ona 
cupful of flour with one of sweet milk, 
then add an es'= well beaten and a little 
salt; drain the tripe and wipe as dry as 
possible, dip in the batter and fry in hot 
lard or drippings. The same batter may 
be used in cooking pig's feet or salt pork. 


CURRIED EGGS. 


Slice two onions and fry them in liut- 


ter, add a tablespoonful of curry pow- 
der and one pint of good rich stock, stew 
until the onions are tender, add a cup of 
cream (if not thick cream thicken with 
rice (lour), simmer a few minutes, add 
eight or ten hard-boiled eggs, cut

Slices, allowing the eggs to become hot, 
but not to boil. A nic-e breakfast dish 
during th<> Lenten season. 


FRIED CABBAGE. 


Chop cold boiled cabbage and drain 


very dry, stirring in :i little melted but- 
ter, pepper and salt with three or four 
tablespoinfuls of crfam. Heat all in 
a buttered frying pan, stlrrlns until j 
smoking hot, and then let mixture stand 
just Ion? enough to brown slightly on 
the under side. This dish is improved by 
the addition of a couple of beaten eggs. 


CORNMEAL DOUGHNUTS. 


Pour a teacupful and one-half of 


boiling milk over two teacupfuls of 
meal; when cool add two cups of flour, 
one of butter, one and one-half of sugar, 
three eggs; flavor with nutmeg-or with 
cinnamon; let rise till very light; roll 
about one-half inch thick, cut in dia- 
mond shape- and fry in hot lard. 


POOR MAN'S BREAD. 


One pint buttermilk or soiimiilk, ona 


teaepoonful of soda, a pinch of salt and 
flour enough to make as stiff ns soda bis- 
cuit dough: cut into thraii pieces, handle 
as little as posM&lo; roll an inch thick, j 
place1 in a pan and bake in a hot oven. I 
When done wrap in a bread cloth. Kat j 
while hot, brooking open like biscuit. - 
Each cake will be the size of a pie.

Systematic 


Mlueralocy aiid Metallurgy Will 
Be Sent — Eminent Scientists Are 
Appointed to Honorary Positions 
For tbe Work— Headquarters Pot 
Mining;

One of the chief features of the 


United States department of mining 
aud metallurgy in the mineral palace 
at the coming Paris exposition will be 
the collective exhibits of systematic 
mineralogy and metallurgy. This ex- 
hibit will contain examples, so far as 
they could be obtained, of all the min- 
erals occurring in the United States 
and Indicated In the eight groups of 
Dana's system of classification. 


The collection of these minerals has 


been committed to representatives of 
five leading educational institutions, 
says the Chicago Inter Ocean, lu or- 
der to bring this plan to a successful 
conclusion it became necessary to se- 
cure certain sums of money over and 
above that which could be spared from 
the national fund. 
The department 


entered into a communication with 
state boards, the institutions them- 
selves and private friends and patrons 
of the same, the sum required being 
promptly secured. 


The commissioner general authorized 


the directors of each Institution to 
name a candidate, who should receive 
the title of "honorary mineralogist for 
the commissioner general of the United 
States to the Paris exposition of 1900," 
a recognition and honor fully appre- 
ciated and willingly accepted by all. 
As an additional incentive to active 
effort it was decided that each of these 
several collections should, at the end 
of the exposition, be returned to and 
become the property of the institution 
whose candidate had collected and ar- 
ranged it. 


Although hopeful- that the results 


would justify the efforts made, they 
have far exceeded all anticipation, and 
the complete display is certain to com- 
mand the admiration of all who in- 
spect It. 
The names of the institu- 


tions and the mineralogists represent- 
ing them, together with the groups 
'with which they have to do, are as 
follows : 


Michigan School Of Mines— Mineralo- 


gist, H. T. Mercer; group I, Dana clas- 
sification, native elements; special pa- 
tron, board of trustees. 


Colorado College, Colorado— Miner- 


alogist, Rufus M. Bagg, Jr.; group II, 
sulphides, etc.; patron, the Hon. Hen- 
ry R. Wolcott 


Cornell University— Mineralogist, A. 


C. Gill; groups III, IV, VII and VIII, 
sulpho salts, haloids, salts of organic 
acids, hydrocarbons, etc.; patron, de- 
partment of education, United States 
commission. 


Princeton University, New Jersey- 


Mineralogist, E. R. Ilewitt; group V, 
oxides; patron, M. Taylor Pyne.

It immediately 
adjoins the special exhibit of systemat- 
ic mineralogy and gives promise of be- 
ing a rendezvous for both American 
and foreign representatives whos.c- la- 
bors and interests are associated with 
these special displays. 


All these features are Independent of 


the display of commercial ores and 
minerals, and the extended and elabo- 
rate exhibits made by lending mining 
ami metallurgical establishments.

expense of the commissioner general 


; and has been collected and arranged in 
i a similar manser and designed to serve 
a like purpose as a scientific classifica- 
tion and arrai; rftent with proper se- 
quence, of the products and processes 
of metallurgical methods in the re- 
duction and utilization of iron, steel, 
lead, copper, zinc, aluminium and cer- 
tain of the more rare metals, the whole 
constituting a special and complete 
record of progress and present attain- 
ment in the departments of practical 
and scientific metallurgy. 


What is known as the installation of 


exhibits in this department promises to 
prove one of rare beauty and attract- 
iveness. The main facade, which ex- 
tends for 164 feet along the principal 
aisles in the Palace of Mines, is of 
bronze and marble, associated with 
granite columns of peculiar beauty. 
The panels are or rare marbles, and 
the columns of the heavier structural 
stones.

At first sight it might seem that New 


York 
coiuinissiou 
merchants were 


scarcely competent to solve this prob- 
lem, but it Is believed that their opin- 
ion Is of much greater value than that 
of any other class of export merchants, 
because their opportunities to form a 
conservative judgment have been so 
much more favorable. The extent of 
American trade with the Transvaal, 
especially In the matter of cereals and 
foodstuffs, according to the statement 
of one versed In the statistics of inter- 
national trade, was something of which 
the American people had no just con- 
ception, says the New York Post. It 
was added that the Boers and South 
Africans generally, although nominally 
farmers, raise very little of their own 
food, but are fed almost entirely by 
foreign nations. 
As to canned meats 


and jerked beef— or, as the Boers them- 
selves call it, biltong— practically all 
of the immense quantity consumed in 
South Africa is supplied by American 
firms, shipping through this port.

ounces. 


The most important item was coal, 


the total of which in 1899 was no less 
than 244,581,275 tons, the largest quan- 
tity ever mined in a year and putting 
the United States for the first time 
ahead of Great Britain as a coal pro- 
ducer. 
The pig Iron was 13,049,453 


tons, or 1,876,519 tons greater than in 
1898. Copper production amounted to 
592,872,637 pounds, a gain of 11 per 
cent over the previous year.

Important items were 213,003 tons of 
lead, 135,790 tons of zinc, 54,048,100 
barrels of petroleum, 15,194,511 barrels 
of cement, 19,025,794 barrels of salt, 
28,713 flaaks of quicksilver, besides a 
great variety of mineral products of 
less Importance. The statement offers 
renewed testimony to the great extent 
and variety of our mineral production.

These lines are from the noem, "The 


•women of Britain," by Mrs. Arthur 
Harter, a. poem now very popular in 
England because it sin"^ the soncr of 
the women, who "in their desolate 
homes are waiting for news of the dear 
cne'who died at his post." But we wish 
to call attention to these lines because 
they irpsent something1 besides tho 
song of the women. They are not great 
poetry, but 
they tell of a spirit of 


equality born in the very horror? of war 
t^at is a theme for a master. They tell 
a truth that goes a?i far aa any truth— 
and farther than much that is trea- 
sured by the bloodless advocates of un- 
conditional peaec—improving the char- 
acter of the new wwrld. 


There is no indication of a lessening 


of war. War still remains the final ar- 
biter of nations. The sword will con- 
tinue to be drawn in the struggle for 
the survival amonig governments, and 
«11 men wdll draw the sword, all class- 
es of men. As it was In the war of 
(the revolutlton, as It was in the civil 
•tvvar, as it was in a measure in the 
'(War with Spain and aa It Is now la the 
.{British-Boer war, there will be no 
choice of persons to put In the front 
tank of battle. All men, hi^h and low, 


Governor EJoosevelt will not be a 


candidate for vice president, and. fur- 
thermore, he is strongly opposed to the 
ratification of the second edition of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty. He wants the 
treaty an all-American affair. 


The verdict in the Molineux case goes

served over a year, but in spite of that 
fact the Afrikanders have been in- 
creasing their orders during the past 
few months In a most surprising way. 
In the year 1899, according to my fig- 
ures, some 300,000 sacks of flour were 
sent from New York to Delagoa Bay 
and about 400,000 sacks to the other 
South African ports, a large amount of 
which also finds its way into the Trans- 
vaal. 


"This amount is about twice the nor- 


mal annual trade in flour. The largest 
flour shipments ever known were sent 
in April and May, which are not ordi- 
narily busy months in the South Af- 
rican trade. I know one firm that sent 
50,000 sacks a month in the spring of 
last year, and the shipments of other 
New York concerns were equally large. 


"Other commodities than flour, how- 


ever, have been sent in vast amounts 
to South Africa during the past few 
months. One of the choicest delicacies 
to the Boer palate Is the cereal known 
as samp. 
Samp is cracked corn, de- 


germinated. It is almost the staff of 
life with the Boers and Is also largely 
used by the aborigines. The Boers boil 
it into a sort of porridge and bake it 
;with pork—after the fashion of Ameri- 
can pork and beans. Shipload after 
shipload of this, to them, indispensable 
article has been sent to Delagoa Bay 
during the past few months, and. you 
can make up your mind that it is com- 
ing in handy at the present time. Can- 
ned beef is also a favorite article of 
diet with the people of the Transvaal. 


"Those who have visited South Afri- 


ca recently will have no occasion to 
ask where this is stored away. All 
over the republic are scattered 1m- 
nunse sheet iron storehouses, and 1 
have not the slightest doubt that these 
are at the present time crammed full 
of canned beef and other convenient 
edibles sent from America during tho 
past year or so and which will prove, I 
am sure, one of the strongest weapons 
Of the Dutch in the struggle already 
under .way when it comes to a siege."

ODD TOWN OF CULLODEN. 


Tte Liquor Element "Englneere'l" 


the Antls Out of the Village. 


"I reckon we've got the oddest town 


in our state that there is in the United 
States," said a West Virginia man. 
"Ever hear of Cnlloflen? I don't mean 
the clans of CuJloden described by the 
poet Campbell. I mean Culloden, W. 
Ya. \Vell, 'sir, about half the popula- 
tion of the town doesn't live in the 
town and can't vote in the town, al- 
though they are right in the town. 


"I'll explain. ' The good people, and 


they are in the majority, too, are down 
on saloons and' liquor in any shape. 
They got up a temperance meeting and 
purposed to drive the liquor men out of 
town. When you find a West Virgin- 
Ian who believes in liquor, you find a 
man who is ready to fight for it. The 
liquor people got together and in some 
way got the confidence of the town en- 
gineer. % I don't know whether he was 
a liquor man or not, but they got him 
on their side. The engineer discovered 
that the town was not laid out right,' 
and he got authority to change the 
metes and bounds. When he finished 
the job, the temperance people found 
out that they lived iust outside of the 
line of the town, no matter what part 
of the town their bouses were in. A 
man could stand in his back yard and 
talk to the man whose place was right 
up against his place and who was a 
voter, but the first man had lost his 
vote. ' 


"The lines of the engineer excluded, 


as I have said, the temperance people. 
It took in the license folk all right. 
The map of Culloden as it is now looks 
a good deal like a sheet of paper after 
a fly with ink on its feet meanders 
across it. Ton can tell how a citizen of 
Culloden stands on the liquor question 
by the place where he builds a house, 
if he builds one, which doesn't often 
occur. In spite of its zigzag bounda- 
ries, however. Culloden is a contented 
community."—New York Sun, 


"Salting" Mines. 


"Prospectors ought to be taught," 


said Professor B. Sadtler, "tha^iu open- 
ing up a new camp absolute honesty in 
regard to values is essential. A well de- 
fined lead may not have values at the 
surface and yet be a good property, 
while all the lying and other dishonest 
actions possible will not make a mine 
out of a barren lead, and such things 
being sure to be detected often have the 
effect of setting back a district -which is 
really possessed of merit. A short time 
since I went np the Plattc to examine 
some prospects near Pine Grove. I went 
through the territory carefully and se- 
lected my samples and was packing 
them when a man who has a number of 
claims in the vicinity came np and 
threw a piece of rock on the pile, with 
the remark that he had just picked it 
up and it looked a? if it might run well. 
I knew at cnce that the rock had not 
come from any of the prospects that I 
had examined and said nothing. 


"When I had the assays made, I had 


this piece assayed separately. It ran 
several ounces in gold, and the rest of 
the samples ran about $1 in gold. It 
was one of the cheapest cases of an at- 
tempt to salt that I ever experienced. 
On another occasion the same man 
•worked a number of Denver people in a 
scheme having for its base an alleged 
tin deposit. Ho simply soaked a piece of 
ore in chlorklo of tin. He didn't even 
know how to salt the ore in. such a 
manner that it could not bo detected by 
the first assayer whb saw it, for every 
one who was at all familiar with ore 
saw at a glance that it was not tin oro.'-' 
—Denver Republican.

'SCHUBERT'S SAD LIFE. 


THE LEADING ARTICLE. 


Advent and Development of the Edi- 


torial In Newspapers. 


"I know what 'leaders' are, for I have 


written them," said Benjamin Disraeli 
in the course of a speech in the house 
of commons, and, though all of us may 
not have written "leaders" for The 
Morning Post and other newspapers, 
like Disraeli, we all at least know the 
meaning of the term "leaders." 


For more than 100 years after the 


publication of the first daily newspa- 
per The Daily Courant, which consist- 
ed of a small sheet printed on one side 
only and made its appearance in Lon- 
don in March, 1702, the "dailies" con- 
fined themselves to what is perhaps 
the proper business of a newspaper, 
the publication of the largest possible 
amount o£ news, and made no'atteinpt 
whatever to mold or direct public opin- 
ion. 


At the opening of the nineteenth cen- 


tury "the leading article" first appear- 
ed in the morning papers. It was orig- 
inally called the "leaded article," be- 
cause of the "leads" or spaces intro- 
duced between the lines to spread out 
the article and give it an imposing ap- 
pearance in order that it might at once 
attract the jeye of even the most casual 
reader. 
After a time it was called 


"leading article" or "leader" or "edi- 
torial," names by which it is now uni- 
versally known in newspaper offices. 


At the beginning "leaders" were pub- 


lished only tentatively. Their publica- 
tion was irregular. In form they were 
brief—we should call them "editorial 
paragraphs" now—and they were prin- 
cipally used to direct special attention 
to some important event recorded in the 
news columns. But 75 years ago they 
became a settled and regular feature 
of the daily newspaper and a potent 
agency for promoting opinions, politi- 
cal, religious and social.—Cornhill Mag- 
azine.

Door to Beg My Bread." 


One of the bitterest disappointments 


in Schubert's life was Goethe's iudiffcr- 
err.x?. In 1818 he sent a selection of his 
compositions to the poet's songs to 'Wei- 
mar. 
What precious pearls of music 


were among the collection—the songs 
of "Miguon" and -'The'Harpist," those 
from "Faust," the sadmri^dics"Long- 
ing," "Nightsong," "The'Wanderer's 
Niglitsoug," "The Earl King," "Hai- 
dcroslein," "The Fisherman," "The 
BarH," "Tho King of Thule" anfl the 
music to "Claudine of Villa Bella." 
Goethe, wl>o had an ear only for the 
stiff compositions of Zumsteeg and Eein- 
hart, then in fashion in "Weimar, took 
no notice of Schubert's music and left 
his letter unanswered. Not until 1830— 
after Schubert's death—did Goethe learn 
to appreciate the extraordinary value of 
the compositions that lay neglected in 
his drawer. It was then that "Wilhelmine 
Schroder Devrient sang "The Earl 
King" to him. 


It was Schubert's greatest delight to 


make some little excursion with bis 
friends to tho picturesquely situated vil- 
lages in the Wilnerwald or on the Koh- 
lenberg, and it was in the arbors of the 
small inns, with a glass of pure country 
wine before him, that inspiration carno 
most easily. But even ihese modest de- 
lights wero imbittered by the malice 
that pictured him as a drunkard who 
composed his songs when he was full of 
wine. It is an absolute fact that he did 
not lose the faculty of artistic work even 
under the saddest circumstances. He 
composed the greater part of the "Mil- 
ler Songs" while he was lying ill in 
hospital in 1823. He was quite right 
•when he wrote to his friend Kuppel- 
wieser in March, 1834, "Those of my 
compositions which have been inspired 
by pain, seem to please people best." 
And in a letter to Bauernfeld he com- 
plained: "What will become of pdormc? 
Like Goethe's harp player, I .shall have 
to sneak from door to door and beg my 
bread." The only ray of light that fell 
into his dark life was when, through 
the kindness of Count Johann Ester- 
hazy's manager, Unger, the father of 
the famous prim'a dotiua, TTnger-Saha- 
tier, ho was appointed music master in 
the count's household in Zelecs, where 
he spent some happy summers, the hap- 
piest of his life. It was in Castle Zelecs 
that he is supposed to have fallen in 
love with Caroline, his patron's beauti- 
ful daughter, who was his pupil, and 
•Who probably never learned the secrei 
of the musician's "heart, though it is 
strange that one so gifted and so beauti- 
ful should not have married before she 
•was well into the thirties. Bitter dis- 
appointment followed this short spell of 
a luj free of care.—London Telegraph.

Onr company will erect at Nome City 
a modern electrical plant, with suffi- 
cient capacity to supply the town with 
lights and the Beach and Tundra lands 
with electric power.

Safety, Council City, Golovy Bay and 
St Michael's."

DOCTOPS' DEAD-BEAT LIST 


"No Pay, No Cure" To be Motto of 


Medical Society 


What Professor Stearns is Teaching 


the Boys of the Schools 


People interested in the work of our 


schools, and especially the parents' of 
pupils, would find niueh to interest 
them by visitins the manual training 
department, which is in the normal 
srhool building and under the charge of 
Professor Steams. The classes are com- 
posed of the normal school students, 
who take less^ps twice a week for 20 
weeks, the boys of the eighth and ninth 
grades of the public schools and the 
boys and girls of the sixth and seventh 
£fi ades. 


The wfork includes drawing, model- 


ing in clay and carving in oak, and al- 
though modeling and carving have 
cnly been done since last fall some of 
+he pupils have developed marked pro- 
ficiency, and many interesting speci- 
mens of work are to be seen. The ya- 
pils draw their own desis-ns for carv- 
ing, so that the work when, finished is 
all their own. There are in this depart- 
ment between 180. and 190 boys and 
girls, aside from the normal school stu- 
dents. 


The design of this school is not to 


teach trades, but to develop the manual 
dexterity and facility which underlie 
all trades. The pupils are supplied with 
work-benches and suitable tools and 
materials, and it is a busy and inter- 
esting scene when they are at work. 
Of course, not all of the ptiDila can 
work at one time, but they visit the 
room in classes, and so all are acemn- 
raodated in turn. No constructive work 
has yet been done, but this will soon 
lie begun by pupils of the ninth grade. 


It is probable that many do not fully 


understand the real purpose of the 
manual training school or its methods 
of work, and all who would like to 
know more about these things are in- 
vited to visit the school and see for 
themselves. Professor Stearns is en- 
thusiastic in his work and is conducting 
s-.killfully and .successfully. 


The hospital board of control at its 


meeting Saturday afternoni made its 
final decision on the plans for the new 
nurses' home selecting those present- 
ed by E. T. Barlow. Two sets of plans , 
v>ere presented, by Lapointe and Bond | 
and Mr. Barlow. As reported at the 1 
meeting held earlier in the week, the i 
vote on the two plans was. a tie, so 
equally were the merits of the two 
divided.
